sight on the part of Council members. 

So get busy and nominate the best 
men in every faculty, and when Tuesday, 
December 3rd, rolls around— pick thé best 
.And most responsible candidate.

Adventures in an 
Art Gallery 

"Art is the reflection of life through the 
«oui of the living." What looks at first sight 
like thé explosion of an ink bottle on canvas 
may not took like much else after a dozen 
glances more. But in a while an understand- 
ing of what the poet of the colours has been 
thinking becomes more and more enlighten- 
ing. What a aoul has done ia to break the 
bonds restricting its cxpresiiveness through a 
given form by building up new forms of rep- 
resentation. 

By the aubstitution of symbolism for pic- 
turization, it has extended the powers-of ex- 
pression in the same way as the introduction 
of algebra has shown itielf more versatile 
than arithmeUc in expounding the logic of 
mathematics. 

In this revolt against the simple depiction 
of photographic reality, the artist has not de- 
nied reality nor has he wished to destroy it, 
but rather, by the use of symbolism has he 
the way to describe more accurately by 
devolving a simple picture to its essentials 
and incorporating in a single frame such rep- 
resentations as motion, the flux of ideologies 
or the resonance of colours through an alge- 
bra of symbolism. 

That there may be any number of such 
algebras in symbolism does not seem to worry 
the artist When the cry is raised that such 
art is far afield of the masses and is irrespon- 
sive to the problems of the day, the answer 
is simply rendered. The function of Art is 
to express itself by any means possible and 
to find new means if thft is necessary. If the 
great bulk do not appreciate those means, it 
is not the fault of the artist any more than 
it is the fault of the engineer that children do 
not understand the mathematical significance 
of a transformer. Just as Algebra hai to be 
taught although it is a natural discovery, the 
m*ss<s will needs be taught. And when they 
lotn, they may discover that Art is as far 
ahead of them as ever.— J, O. K.

The number ot Independents attending McGill runs in the neighbor- 
hood of 300 men. which Is a flgure'somewhat larger than any single Com- 
pany in the M.R,T.B. Hence the Independents have been entered into the 
Inter-Company Athletic Competitions as a separate Company. Though a 
little stronger numerically the Independents lack the benefit of Platoon 
and Company organization and are therefore on an equal footing with 
their opponents. 

To date the Independents have had representatives in all Inter-Com> 
pany Sports and have made' a good showing for themselves. In Tennis 
they netted 23 points, in Track and Field 32 points, in Golf 9 points, in the 
Harrier Race 4 points and in the Softball they won the Inter-Company 
Championship thereby chalking up 60 points. With a total of 128 points 
the Independents find themselves in the fourth place and only a few 
points behind their immediate leaders.

Beside* participation In the League activities and. in the Inter-Cem- 
pany an4 Inter-Platoon competition* Ihe Independents have been taking 
an active part in the various OPEN HOUSE activities which include such 
things as Rugby, Wreslling, Boxing, l^eiicing. Badminton, Swimming. 
Squash, Handball, eir., which are open lo all sliidenti in the Univeiiity 
Numerous facilities and a great deal of equipment it conslanlly at the 
disposal 0/ students. The Independents, having six hours a week more of 
spare time th*n those engaged in the M.R.T.B, are particularly urged lo 
lake advantage of their lime and the facilities a| their disposal lo GET 
FIT AND KEEP FIT.
